1,800 Bombers Hit Rail

tion In Germany, Nov. 12 lie Is the

exploded booby traps. 
Pfc. Eastek 
Improvised a pole and went about 
probing for the remaining mlnea 
and booby traps. 
Concussion from 
the first mine which he detonated 
threw him violently to the ground. 
Dazed, but not seriously hurt, he 
continued the search, which was re­ 
warded by another 
mine 
several 
yard.« away. 
“Pfc. Eastek thereupon dropped to 
his knees, dug out the mine with 
his hands and tikarmed it. He then 
went about exploding booby trap« 
made with hand grenades wired to 
trees, thus making the area com­ 
paratively safe (for the platoon to 
proceed on its mission. Pfc. Eastek’s 
gallant actions 
undoubtedly 
pre­ 
vented many casualties within his 
organization and are 
in

There is an ap p arent contradiction 
between these words and the words of his warning 
to the Senate on the necessity of ratify ing what was 
agreed up on at Yalta. 
"There will soon be p resented to the Senate of 
tJhe United States and to the American p eop le.” he 
said, “a great decision which will determ ine the fate 
of the United States -a n d of the world—for gener­ 
ations to come. There can be no middle ground here 
We shall hav e to take the resp onsibility for world 
collaboration, or we shall hav e to bear the resp onsi­ 
bility for another world conflict." 
For a generation Americans hav e been urged by 
Wilsonian idealists to scourge themselv es with the 
lash of conscience for failing to ratify the Versailles 
treaty . We hav e had foisted on us by p ersons who 
should know better the single blame for bringing on 
the p resent 
war — a dem onstration 
of 
nationalist 
megalomania without p recedent 
The p resent war 
was brought on by the failure of the nations which 
were attacked, including the United States, to com­ 
p rehend the danger Imp licit in the aggressiv e attitude 
of the Ax is. It is all there In the record—the squirm ­ 
ing reluctance to ap p ly sanctions, the eagerness to 
rely on appeasement, the unilateral decisions of G reat 
Britain against French interests when Oerm any re- 
occup ied the R hineland and France fav ored action, 
the deals with Mussolini, the failure to stand to­ 
gether against Jap an's m ilitary adv enture In China 
The United States, far from being the leader of iso- 
litlonlst thought, tried to av ert Its consequences. 
Though outside the League, it serv ed the p rincip les 
of the League far more faithfully than m any of it6 
members. 
It Is ax iomatic, or rap idly is becoming ax iomatic, 
that foreign p olicy must be the ex p ression of p op ular 
will In the United States. There is no question but 
that the p eop le fav or collaboration for International 
security . 
But they cannot accep t the p remise that 
collaboration entails unquestioning comp liance with 
ail other national aims, or that to withhold consent 
to any p art of a p rop osed structure of coop erativ e 
security would be to take single blame for the struc­ 
ture’s failure to secure p eace. 
At this p oint in the momentous negotiations to 
continue the m ilitary alliance which Is bringing v ic­ 
tory into the p ostwar p eriod as an alliance to secure 
p eace, there is no reason to believ e the p eop le will 
block, or p erm it the Senate to block, any reasonably 
good p lan. But they cannot agree tha t the United 
States bears single resp onsibility , any more than they 
can agree that any of the other p articip ants bear 
single resp onsibility . International security is atta in ­ 
able only through international coop eration. 
Mr. Roosev elt would do well to correct what may 
be an accidental imp ression that he is more con­ 
cerned about the good faith of his own country men 
than about the good faith of the nations now drawing 
so heav ily on that good faith for their surv iv al.

Under the new p recedent, if it is taken seriously , 
gestures of confidence and comp liance with the un­ 
w ritten rule (though not the Constitutional p rov ision) 
tha t a President’s cabinet selections are his p ersonal 
business, may be less readily forthcoming. Jobs may 
be jug g led to fit officials. It Is not a healthy omen, 
but It has been created by a considerably less than 
healthy situation in which a p olitician rejected by 
his own p arty was p ublicly announced as the bene­ 
ficiary of a p ay -off. W hatev er may hav e been Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s curious reason for m aking so blunt a 
declaration, he has obtained a Curious result. No con­ 
gratulations are in order.
